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One hundred twenty-one counties in the States of North Dakota, 
South Dekota, and Minnesota have been officially designated as 
Nemergency drought cowities' in which first work on the proposed surplus 
cattle removal program for distressed areas will be undertaken, and in 
| which modifications of planting restrictions on farms wnder adjustment 
4 contracts will become effective immediately, it was announced today by 
Chester C. Davis, Administrator of the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 
An additional ninety counties in istib States and in Wisconsin, 
Montana, and Wyoming have been designated "secondary drought counties", 
The modifications of contract Hai ine restrictions will become effective 
at once in these "secondary" drought areas, but the cattle purchase pro- 
gram will not extend to them at this time. 


"In order to place our relief programs in operation with the 
greatest possible speed, we have made initial designations of those 
counties in which conditions of drought are most acute", said Mr. Davis. 
Prospects for 1934 crops are extremely poor in the counties named on the 
emergency list. Feed supplies are exhausted, and immediate reduction of 
livestock numbers, particularly cattle, is necessary to prevent starva- 
tion. 


Drought has seriously affected crop prospects in the counties 
which have been placed on the secondary list, but conditions are less 
severe than in the emergency sections. Modification of contract planting 
restrictions will, however, become effective in these secondary counties 
immediately. 


If the drought continues, and developments warrant such action, 


é both the emergency and the secondary lists of counties will be expanded 

{ to include additional counties, not only in the states already named but 

in other areas as well. <A special committce is now working on designa- 

‘ tion of other secondary counties from which complete reports have not been 
received.

Previously announced administrative rulings which modify contract 
restrictions to permit increased planting of forage crops become effective 
at once in all counties on the "secondary" list, ,with planting date re- 
strictions effective in certain counties on planting of corn for forage. 
Additional administrative rulings will modify the restrictions of tthe 
corn and wheat contracts to permit pasturing of crops in the ‘lcon- 
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tracted" or "rented" acres which have been withdrawn from basic crop 
production under these contracts in the drought countics. 


Planting of corn for forage is permitted in certain designated 
counties of the drought area only after definite "earliest" dates, in 
order to guard against possible maturing of grain crops in violation 
of the basic crop reduction principles of the contracts. Planting of 
corn for forage is unrestricted in counties not designated for the 
planting date restrictions.

Details of the plans for removal of surplus cattle from the emergency 
areas will be completed and announced in the very ncar future. In general, 
the plan calls for purchase of cattle on the farms by the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration. The cattle would be disposed of in three general ways: 
for processing and distribution by the Federel Emergency Relief Administration 
to families on relief rolls; condemnation and disposal at the farm in cases 
where animals are found to be unfit for food usage; and return to farms of 
"subsistence" units of cattle under the direction of the Relief Administration. 


State emergency drought directors, working with advisory state commit- 
tees and special county committees to handle the actual ficld work, will super- 
vise the local administration of the drought programs which are to be carried 
out in the emergency areas by the Adjustment Administration and the Department 
of Agriculture. They will also cooperate with other Federal and state represen- 
tatives in developing and administering the correlated program of Federal aid 
for farmers in the stricken districts. 


Representatives of the Administration are leaving tonight to cooperate 
with the state drought directors in the northwest states. They are C. D. Lowe, 
O. S.» Fisher, K. F. Warner, and William Jackson, specialists of the Depart~ 
ment.
